With  1984  being  tlie  year  of  the  Presidential  elec- 
tion, the  Millsaps  campus  buzzed  with  political  activ- 
ity. Students  formed  political  party  groups  to  further 
the  cause  of  their  candidates.  The  Millsaps  Republi- 
cans and  Millsaps  College  Democrats  sponsored 
speakers  and  provided  volunteers  for  local  cam- 
paigning. 

The  Millsaps  College  Democrats  played  host  to 
two  famous  political  figures.  On  Sept.  16,  national 
media  attention  focused  on  our  campus  as  Rev.  Jes- 
se Jackson,  civil  rights  leader  and  candidate  for  the 
Democratic  nomination  for  president,  spoke  to  an 
overflowing  crowd  in  the  Academic  Complex  Lec- 
ture Hall.  Rev.  Jackson  gave  a  rousing  speech  full  of 
the  rhythmic  cadence  and  eloquence  for  which  is 
justly  famous.

On  Sept.  18,  John  Zaccaro  Jr.,  son  of  vice-presi- 
dential hopeful  Geraldine  Ferraro,  spoke  informally 
to  students  and  staff  in  front  of  the  Student  Union. 
Zaccaro,  a  20  year  old  college  student  himself, 
spoke  to  the  student  audience  not  only  as  a  Demo- 
crat but  as  a  peer  as  well.

The  Singers  and  Troubadours  experienced  a 
number  of  changes  this  year.  The  biggest 
change  was  the  coming  in  of  a  new  director,  Dr. 
Timothy  C.  Coker.  Dr.  Coker  came  to  us  from 
Tupelo  High  School.  In  his  first  year  as  director 
of  the  Singers  and  Troubs,  Dr.  Coker  brought 
about  a  number  of  changes.

Renaissance  type 
music.  In  addition,  more  music  was  sung  a  cap- 
pella.

He 
changed  the  style  of  the  Troubs  by  adding  a  bit 
of  pop  music  mixed  with  some  Broadway  hits 
like  "Forty-Second  Street",  "Lullaby  of  Broad- 
way", and  "Fascinating  Rhythm".  The  most 
popular  songs  performed  by  the  Troubs  during 
the  year  were  "Beechwood  4-5789"  and  "Sil- 
houettes". 

Activities  of  the  Singers  included  singing 
with  the  Miss.  Opera  in  La  Boheme,  with  the 
Jackson  Symphony  in  the  Messiah,  a  fall  and 
spring  concert,  and  Spring  Tour.

The  Millsaps  College  Football  Majors  completed  a  splendid  season 
in  1984  consisting  of  eight  wins  and  only  one  loss.  This  was  the  second 
best  record  in  the  history  of  Millsaps  College  football  and  it  being 
surpassed  only  by  the  undefeated  1980  squad. 

This  was  a  season  where  depth  was  lacking,  but  every  player  made 
himself  available  for  several  positions  and  participated  wherever  he 
was  asked.  The  team  consisted  of  a  valiant  group  of  players  that  didn't 
know  how  to  lose  and  was  determined  to  come  out  on  top  in  every 
game  that  was  contested. 

Most  of  the  games  were  thrillers,  with  the  outcome  being  decided  in 
the  last  few  minutes  of  the  game  itself.  Who  can  forget  the  last  game 
against  Georgia  Southwestern,  when  the  Majors  took  an  early  lead 
against  a  strong  NAIA  team  and  battles  to  victory  with  a  recovered 
fumble  in  the  last  two  minutes.  Or  the  Washington  game,  played  on  the 
St.  Louis  Football  Candinals'  astro-turf  field,  another  first  for  a  Major 
team,  in  which  the  lead  changed  hands  five  times  only  to  again  see  the 
Majors  prevail.  Or  the  mud  bath  up  at  Maryville  College  that  saw  a  super 
defensive  play  stop  a  two  point  conversion  try  by  Maryville  in  the  last 
few  minutes  of  the  game.  Or  the  sweet  revenge  game  that  had  the 
Majors  domination  an  Austin  College  Kangaroo  that  had  whipped  Mill- 
saps the  previous  year.  Or  the  blow  out  at  Sewanee  where  both  teams 
went  up  and  down  the  field  and  every  sack  of  the  Sewanee  quarter- 
back was  a  misnomer.  Or  the  precision  victory  out  in  San  Antonio,  in 
the  shadow  of  the  Alamo,  that  had  the  Majors  beating  a  fine  Trinity 
team.

The  1984  soccer  season  was  to  be  the  culmination  of  the 
four  years  of  development  of  the  varsity  program.  The  1984- 
85  season  seniors  were  the  first  group  to  have  been  4  year 
soccer  players,  having  entered  as  freshmen  the  same  year 
that  soccer  became  a  varsity  sport.  Hopes  were  high  as  the 
Majors  were  coming  off  a  12-7  record  in  '83  and  had  lost  only 
one  starter  to  graduation. 

The  '84  season  was  to  be  a  disappointment,  not  in  quality  of 
play,  but  in  the  end  results.  Millsaps  fielded  its  best  team  ever, 
but  a  grueling  road  schedule  took  its  toll.  The  Majors  finished

The  Millsaps  College  Women's  tennis  team  came 
close  to  its  1985  season  goal — selection  to  the 
NCAA  Women's  Division  III  national  tennis  champion- 
ships— but  did  not,  however,  make  the  final  cut.
